canyon flood control dam, Chairman 
B. F. aieClellan of tho county board 
of supervisors affixed his signature 
to the contract with the low bidders 
on Friday of last week, and the con- 
tractors began moving machinery 
into the 
canyon 
last 
Saturday. 


Claude Fisher, C. E. Hoss, Allan 
MasDonald and Felix Kahn, the joint 
contractors 
on this giant project, 


will receive $11,250,040 for their 
part in the building of this flood 
structure. 


The board of supervisors 
signed 


the 'contract at a special session. 
Two bonds were required, one in the 
sum of $2,500,000 to guarantee faith- 
ful performance, and the other in 
the sum of $2,900,000 to assure the 
completion of the job free from ma- 
terial, men's and mechanics' liens. 
Tho bonds were signed by the Fi-

company of 


Maryland, the National Surety com- 
pany, the Indemnity company, the 
United States Fidelity and Guaran- 
tee company, and the Hartford Acci- 
dent and Indemnity company.

PROTEST FILED 


In a protest filed with the local 


branch of the United States Land 
office by the Southern California Edi- 
son company, a contest was placed 
on record against the plans of Pasa- 
dena, to construct a $7,000,000 dam 
and reservoir in San Gabriel canyon. 
It is stated in the protest that the 
building of the proposed dam would 
result in much of the company's 
property being placed under water 
and would impair contracts of the 
company. 


It also was stated that there is 


danger that conduits and transmis- 
sion lines at Azusa might be cover- 
ed with water if the dam were filled 
to capacity. 


Protests already have been made 


against Pasadena's petition to be 
granted the dam rights. These were 
filed by Whittier and Long Beach. 
The protests will be sent to the

for the year of 1927-1928 amounted to $2,990,231.21, according to 
the report which will be read Monday at the annual meeting of 
this organization, and compiled by Manager W. M. Griswold and 
Secretary John C. Hutchinson. This is the largest cash return in 
the history of this organization. The previous year of 1926-27 
returned $2,582,213.70, or over $400,000 less than this last year, 
but the 1926-27 returns were nearly half a million dollars greater 
than any year previous to that year. 


Altho a greater volume of fruitf 


was shipped last year than this year, 
the prices received were better this 
year, as shown by the returns. There 
were 593,292 packed boxes of all 
varieties shipped this year, as against 
(171,380 packed boxes this year, or 
342 carloads last year, and 128(i car- 
oads this year.

pealed to and appointed a commit- 
tee, which made an exhaustive study 
of proposed air sites in Los Angeles 
county. The personnel of this com- 
mittee includes men of national repu- 
tation in tho air world, engineers, 
technicians, fliers, financiers and 
others. It was not until after delib- 
erate consideration of each and every 
proposed,site, the study of geogra- 
phical, topographical and metereo- 
logical conditions, proximity to the 
city of Los Angeles, vehicular and 
railroad transportation facilities and 
many other minor details that the 
report was prepared. Each site which 
is cither in use as an actual landing 
field, or which is offered for that 
purpose, was visited by the commit- 
tee and first hand information ob- 
tained. The respective site.s were 
graded for this, that, or the other 
natural advantages, with respect for 
water, drainage, ease of access and 
landing facilities for planes of the 
larger type which are already going 
into regular service. 


It was stated by Engineer Fox 


that the San Gabriel valley site at 
El Monte stood like a towering 
mountain alongside other sites that 
are being offered for a similar pur- 
pose. On the basis of a 100 per cent 
grading, the El Monte site scored 
90 per cent. The rating of other 
sites was not given, but it is unof- 
ficially stated that, in comparison, 
all other airports, or proposed land- 
ing fields, were given ratings many 
points below the San Gabriel valley 
site. 


Following Mr. FOX 's report, a mo- 


tion by Ira Pontius of Baldwin Park 
chamber of commerce to appoint a 
committee draft resolutions endors- 
ing the El Monte site prevailed, and

The New Jerusalem— 


Tt is not a paradox that the Prince of Peace was born 


in a country of turbulence, of strife, of wholesale murders in 
the name of religions, of greed, incredible cruelty, racial 
hatred. 


"Jerusalem, Thou That Killcst the Prophets"—That old 


lament rings down thru its tragic history, and with the cry 
is that perpetual mourning for the days that are no more— 
self-abasement at the wailing wall that remains as the only 
fragment of Solomon's vast temple, within which, in sar- 
donic mockery, rises today the flaunting Mosque of Omar. 


Like all dynasties, the kingdom of the Jews was destroy- 


ed from within. When peoples are a unit for themselves they 
are well-nigh unconquerable. Dissension brings inevitable 
dissolution, despair, humiliation and slavery. First the Ro- 
man, then the Turk. This little country, surrounded by the 
desert, and ever with a tendency to revert to the desert, pro- 
duced the world's great poets, philosophers, prophets and 
seers, and fell to obscurity because of the very thing Christ 
inveighed against—dissension, bickering, avarice within their 
own sacred temples. Indeed, the country was far along 
toward complete national death when the Nazarene came 
upon the scene. 


But at this time when the world is again celebrating the 


Nativity, it is remarkable to note that Christ's influence, 
carried out to all the world by his humble disciples, growing 
steadily thru the long years, has at last resulted in the reju- 
venation of Jerusalem and the Holy Land. The Turk no 
longer rules with the scimitar in the streets where Jesus 
taught. Great nations, disciples of the Saviour, followed the 
slimy trail of the Turk into the Holy Land during the world 
war, and while the western front engaged the attention of 
the world, a comparatively small army of British, under Vis- 
count Allenby. liberated the land where Christianity was 
born, and in the last decade, Jerusalem has begun to emerge 
from the depths of despond. Practical Christianity, under 
the British protectorate, is bringing about the fulfillment of 
the prophecy of a new Jerusalem. 


The filthy streets of a degraded people are coming to be 


tolerable under western rules of sanitation. Great and shin- 
ing buildings of new. pink marble and sandstone from the 
quarries of Bethlehem are rising everywhere in the ancient 
city. New methods of transportation, over new roads, new 
stimulation to agriculture, modern systems of irrigation, a 
new Jewish university reviving the dead language of Hebrew, 
a. national sense of honest dealing taking the place of the 
conscienceless Turk and Arab. A new Jerusalem, indeed. 


The world war left an aftermath of doubtful benefit. In- 


deed, it is contended by many of the ablest that the war ac- 
complished nothing, and set civilization back hundreds of 
years. But if one contemplates this phase of its results in 
Palestine, it must be admitted that here is a by-product that 
has added progress to the world. And indeed, the moral effect 
of the reclamation of Palestine is incalculable. The places 
made holy by the Saviour's footsteps are no longer to be 
polluted by the unspeakable Moslem, enemy since time im- 
memmorial of Christian civilization. The land that gave us 
our moral precepts, our distinctive belief in love one to an- 
other and the brotherhood of man. has been rescued from its 
long and lamentable period of darkness. Who shall say but 
that this land will again produce a philosophy that will lead 
the world ? 


In the south of California, we have a climatic kinship 


with the lands along the Mediterranean. We are thirty-three 
degrees north of the meridian, as are they. Ours is the land 
of the biblical pommegranate. the olive, the lime, the lemon 
and the orange, as is theirs. Fruit scions from the hills of 
Joppa are today producing in our San Gabriel valley orchards. 
There is that same gloria in excelsis of fruits and flowers at 
Christmastime prevailing in these semi-tropic or semi-arid 
countries. 


A great and new civilization is striding onward along this 


Pacific coast, building in an almost Babylonic prodigality, 
sweeping forward with an incredible speed of materialism, 
proud and glad and not a little arrogant, perhaps. This new 
civilization of the southland, as in all civilizations of the 
western and continental world, owes its primary impetus to 
that l i t t l e land on the still shores of the Mediterranean, 
Jerusalem, the golden, not always blest with milk and honey, 
but one of the world's most distressful countries, penalized 
repeatedly for its beliefs: ruined by its own dissensions; 
spending centuries in sackcloth and ashes; emerging when its 
great young disciples of faraway islands of another sea, comes 
with hordes to sweep back the Moslem, and turn the age- 
long wailings into joy. 


Descendants of the ancient Angles of the Isle of Briton, 


converted to Christianity when they strode forests garbed in 
skins, kneeling to the oak and the mistletoe—descendants 
of these peoples have come to restore the glory of the Land 
of Prophecy. And it comes because of one figure in the his- 
tory of Jerusalem, a man whose appearance on the stage.was 
brief and tragic, but whose mandate that those who followed 
Him should go into all lands and preach His faith, has re- 
sulted, in these after years, in the restoration and reconse- 
cration of the land of His birth.

tell them more than all the pamphlets and magazine articles 
that have ever been written about California. The packing- 


- receipts tell the story of the value of the groves.

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Edison Company 
to Spend $190,000 
in Covina District 


The ' expenditure of $190,000 for 


extensions and re-enforcements of 
the Southern California Edison com- 
pany distributing system in the Co- 
vina district has been planned for 
1929, according to the announcement 
today of R. C. Hanna, district man- 
ager for the company here. The an- 
nouncement was made following the 
receipt of information from E. H. 
Ballard, president of the company, 
that the local manager's recommen- 
dations for appropriations had been 
approved. 


'' In addition to this amount, which 


is to be spent for actual 'construc- 
tion work in this district," Mr. 
Hanna said, " Covina's proportion 
for generation and transmission will 
amount to $20,000, making a total 
of $10,000 to be spent by the South- 
ern California Edison company to 


maintain its standard of service in 
this territory. This is a part of the 
company's total construction budget 
of $29,260,214 for 1929, which in 
turn is n portion of the $130,000,000 
the company plans to spend during 
the next five years, largely for ex- 
tensions of the distributing system." 


District Includes Big Territory 
The Covina district which will 


benefit by the betterments planned 
for the company's 1929 construction 
budget 
includes Covina, 
Baldwin 


Park, Glendora, Puente, West Co- 
vina, Bassett and Azusa, which is a 
wholesale consumer of the company's 
service. 


The growth of the towns and of 


the district as a whole during the 
past year justifies this large appro- 
priation, Mr. Hanna said. The pro- 
posed expenditures were planned, he 
said, to enable the company to keep 
abreast with this growth and to pro- 
vide for meeting the future demands 
for electric service. Ee-enforcements 
to meet the new service requirements 
have been planned for sub-stations at 
Covina and Dalton.

Christmas Cards 


Christmas cards .may Lie tied in 


packages after addressing and stamp 
ing and handed in at postoffiee win- 
dow a week or more before Christ- 
mas. They will be held until the 
LlL'nd or Li.'ird and then dispatched or 
delivered by local carriers. Keep Co- 
vina 
cards 
separate 
from 
other 


towns. 
Printed cards the size of 


postal cards are mailable for 1 cent. 
Printed cards in unsealed envelopes 
take one and one-half cents postage. 
All sealed envelopes take two cents 
for each ounce or fraction. Put re- 
turn address on all envelopes. Four 
million Christmas cards went to dead 
letter office last January. 


All parcels must Lie securely wr^p- 


ped and packed. 
Use strong paper 


and heavy twine. Insure all valu- 
able parcels. 


Do not put any written matter 


inside parcels other than "Merry 
Christmas, "Happy New Year," etc. 


Addresses should be complete and 


placed on one side of parcel only. 
Place return address on letters and 
parcels in upper left hand corner 
and not on the back. 


Christmas seals should not be plac- 


ed on the address side, and on for- 
eign parcels must not be, for they 
will not be forwarded. 


Letters, properly 
addressed 
and 


stamped, may be attached securely 
or pasted on the outside of parcels, 
the parcel to have the same address 
and return card as the letter. 


During the holiday period the mail 


increases approximately 200 per cent 
in volume. It is a physical impossi- 
bility to handle it efficiently and 
promptly within a few days. Shop 
early and get your gifts off 10 days 
before Christinas if possible.

and Valley Citizens Should Realize 
Value of Real Cooperation With 


Local Business Men 


The last ten days before Christmas each year in Covina, 


and in other valley cities, are a test of the loyalty of the 
people to the home communities, and a challenge to mer- 
chants to meet that loyalty with an adequate stock of goods 
demanded. 


As each year passes, it is the opinion of this newspaper 


that the merchants are meeting this situation in a better man- 
ner. Stocks are bigger, of better quality, better displayed, 
and the service that accompanies sales is also of a better 
quality. Trade in Covina and in other valley citiesjs grad- 
ually on the increase because of these facts. 


There is more to'home trade than merely having the 


goods and offering them at attractive prices, however. Much 
as the slogan Trade-at-Home has been abused, it is an un- 
alterable fact that there must be loyalty on the part of home 
people or business cannot be built up in small toVvns. This 
does not mean that valley people should make^£v$§icrifice in 
order to trade at home. Such a sacrifice is not necessary and 
is not expected. It means that they should trade at home 
when they are convinced that they can secure just as good 
merchandise at home for the same price or less than else- 
where. . 


Home town loyalty, properly analyzed, means that the 


man and woman owning property in the city or valley, or 
depending upon a salary earned in the valley, should deter- 
mine first whether the goods they want can be obtained at 
home for a reasonable price. If they discover that it will be 
much to their benefit to get the goods elsewhere, there can 
be no argument for home trade in this instance. 


But the facts are that too many trade elsewhere without 


investigating first at home. This is wrong, not only from the 
economic standpoint as it immediately effects the household, 
but wrong from the standpoint of the development of the city 
and valley. Real estate holdings increase in value in ratio 
to the importance of the local trading center. 


Practical cooperation with the home town merchant 


should be of the "show me" variety. The prospective .cus- 
tomer should ask him to produce the goods needed, and if 
he can't do it, then is the time to go elsewhere. The local 
merchant can't protest if he hasn't the goods to sell. But he 
does feel hurt if he isn't given an opportunity to bid for the 
business, because he knows that nine times out of ten he can 
supply the goods at as good or cheaper prices, and that he 
will give better service than will the store at a distance. 


We suggest that everyone give the local stores a careful 


"once over" before going away. We suggest that the usual 
method be reversed this year. Instead of going to the big 
city and then coming to the small town store for things for- 


. gotten, that the local citizen try the home stores first. It will 


pay dividends to every householder, and make our commun- 
ity a better place in which to live.
